Ins LETTER to a Friend in LonDony! } 
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A Full and exact Relation of two old 
Apoſtles, aged above 1000 Years, 
coming inviſibly into the great City 
of THOLOUZE, &c. 


Honoured Sir, 
| Promis'd you When t left LoxnDoON to give y0u 
Lg particular account of What remarkable Paſſa- 
ges which might happen in theſe parts ; at preſent 
I can meet With nothins worth your acceptance, but 
thi enſuing, Story concerning, theſe two od Ten, 
Which canſes bere great adnuration ; 7 be Story as 
it o eolavred to ws here, | pray take as follows, 
(vrz.) 
Few days ſince arrived in this City Two 
very Antient Men who call themſelves 
| Apoſtles, and they ſay they have the Spi- 
Tit of Fruth ; No Perfon at any time ever ſaw 
them enter into. this City ; they go in fuch an 
extraordinary ſtrange Habit as never was ſeen be- 
fore in any Country in the World They walk 
about the Streets Preaching, *and exhorting the 
People to Repent, and do Penance, and to quit 
their evil Lives, Becauſe they ſay that God is 
angry againſt the Romans: T hey fay that this 
City, is; as 8nother-Sodow:, and thay the —_— 
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of this People is mounted up to Heaven, andthat 
within TI hree Months, (if they R epent not; and 
amend their Lives) this City ſhall be deſtroy'd 
by Fire as Sodom was. T hey have continued (hill 
in this City Preaching from day to day ; they go 
with their Feet bare, and their Hands and*Eyes 
always lifted up to Heaven ; T hey have not been 
known to ſleep ever lince they came hither; they 
have been often forbidden by-the Magiſtrates to 
Preach ; But they anſwer'd, they were ſent on 
the behalf of God, to move the People to Repent 
and do Penance ; whereupon they were cauſed to 
be put into Priſon, where ſeveral Feſxits, and 
Learned Men went to vifit-them, and Diſputed 


with them in the Latin, Greek, Hebrew, & Chal- 


dean Languages, T hey certainly know thoſe that 
live a wicked life ; and when any ſuch come be- 
fore them, they particularly exhorethem toRe- 
pent, and amend their Lives, Their Food is no- 
thing but Bread and Warer ; they lift up their 
Hands and Eys continually towards Heaven, and 
are continually exhorting the People to Repent- 
ance ; They preciſely nominate the day that our 
Saviour ſhall come to Judgement in : And when 
they were asked how long time ſhall yet paſs be- 
fore the general day of Judgment ; T hey anſwer- 
ey, that the World ſhall have an end in the year 
One Thouſand Six Hundred and Ninety; But 
about two or three years before that time, all the 
Chriſtian World ſhould be troubled with Wars. 
They fay they are much above a T houſand Years 
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of ape; And being askt from whence they came, 
they anſwer'd, they came from Damaſcus a City 
in Galilea., and; were ſent by God to Preach 
Repentance tothe World, The Feſwits have ob- 
tain'd of our Magiſtrates, that theſe Men fhould 
be fent toRO ME tothe PO PE; But theſe 


(Apoltles as they call themſelves,) anſwer'd, that _ 


they knew very well all that muſt happen unto 
them ; And that it was altogether unneceſlary to 


force thetiſy, for they had-a great deſire to go |, 


voluntarily to ROM E : their Chains were 
made of ſtrong and heavy Iron ; and when they 
wereinthe Streets, :and theirChains very ſtrong- 
ly faftned on their Legs, they brake them in Pie- 
ces before all\the People, . who were wonderfully 
altoniſht thereat, which cauſed them all to believe 
them-to be very great Saints; they are now on 
their Journey, for ROME. Tſhall ſhortly grve you 
an account of. their behaviour in their Fourney, and 
of their behaviour and reception at Rome.
